Babylonian exile, about 520 B. U, The 
minor prophets were not necessarily 
lesser figures than the major prop- 
hets, nor is their tecahlng any the 
less .noteworthy, The distinction be- 
tween major and minor seems to re- 
flect In some measure the extent of the 
records that have come down to us. 


It Is quite possible that some of 


these minor prophets were In their 
own .time quit as important figures 
as the major prophets. Certainly the 
quality of these minor prophecies mak- 
es' us regret that we dp hot have 
more extnsiv rcords of what these 
great preachers In ancient Israel had 
to say. 
.Haggai, as we have indicated, pro- 
phesied In Israel" in a time ' of . re- 
storation . and rebuilding. Great pro- 
jects- and many problems unquestion- 
ably confronted the Jews as they re- 
turned, from their long exile In Baby- 
l"un Homes had to be • rebuilt: tow is 
and .cities had to be restored. In all 
this rebuilding it was easy to. .set 
jjsid/j something; that could be done 
Jtrr, and there were those who said 
hat. it- was not a •'•propitious tirno for 
;uJ)dinp the .House of God.

iNASKVILLEs, Afk.—The first of the 
1W(I peach crop from the Highland Dis- 
trict have moved froni this city, and 
the harvesting of peaches will be uh* 
dor,way here to some extent prac- 
tically alt the time now until the 
last of the large Elberta crop is 
moVed. 


The Early Hose crop started mov- 


ing in'small quantities this week, all 
the crop so far having been sent 
by express or,by trvick. Car lot load* 
ings may not be made of the Early 
Rose variety, since cash buyers in 
trucks usually take practically all 
this crop. 
, 


Following the Early Rose crop, the 


Beauty crop will start moving from 
the district. There will be many more 
of the Beauties than of the Early Rose. 
Shortly after the finish of the Beauty 
crop the Elbortas will be ready for 
harvest, usually starting between the 
10th 
and 15th of July. 


The peaches in the district this 


year are. of unusual high quality, 
the orchard ists having been except- 
ionally careful in their 
cultivation 


and care of the orchards to prevent 
worms arjd other trouble, and to pro- 
duce finer fruit...It is believed the 
Beauties arid: Elbertas will be of as 
high quality as have ever ben pro- 
duced here, and the Early 'Rose so 
far, are a little above the average. 


Already basket firms and orchard 


Would reduce danger of floods and 
aid in a year around channel 'control 
program for the Ouachita.

Dollars in ad- 
dition to his or her wearing apparel, 
and that of his or her family, shall be 
exempt from any and all State, Coun- 
ty, Municipal and every other political 
subdivision ad valorem .tax; provided, 
that the owner or his agent, or, in the 
event of the failure of either to do so, 
the assessing or collecting officer, may 
select such property as herein pro- 
vided to be exempt from State, Coun- 
ty, Municipal and every other po- 
litical subdivision ad valorem tax. 


Section 3. The Arkansas Corpora- 


tion Commission or its successor shall 
have power and authority and it shall 
be its duty, to prescribe the manner 
o£ exempting said property if any 
such method be needed.
